FM B A PIGMY RACE 


Bernville, Pa —Salem’s Evangelical 
church, of this town, has spread its 
tale upon the pages of history in the 
last few days as the only church in 
Berks county, and probably in the 
state, having only one member upon 
the 
church 
register. 
Time 
does 
change things. At least it did for this 
congregation, which, by the way, when 
it was organized, also was a one man 
church. 
The first church edifice was erected 
half a century ago by the founder, the 
late Daniel Klahr, one of the earlier 
setlers of the borough. This was when 
among the Evangelicals there arose a 
man of great pulpit abilities, and 
it 
fell to the lot of this man, Rev. Moses 
Dissinger, to preach to the members 
of the then Klahr’s church, so-called 
because Mr. Klahr was the first mem­ 
ber. 
Klahr, as a church builder, was a 
remarkable 
man. 
He 
burned 
the 
bricks all alone, from the clay from 
his own land, and what other building 
material he did not supply he collect­ 
ed the funds to pay for. 
I he little brick building that was 
the result was soon the gathering of 
crowds that overflowed its capacity, 
and the congregation grew and grew 
until Mr. Klahr saw that there was 
room for a much larger church. 
^ A C hristian friend in Ohio came to 
Klahr’s aid, and 
subscribed 
$1,200 
toward a new building. 
Then Klahr 
began to burn another kiln of bricks 
and Salem's church was the result. 
Later came the split in the Evan­ 
gelical church, when the United Evan­ 
gelicals and the Evangelicals became 
separate denominations. 
This 
left 
Salem s practically in the same posi­ 
tion as when Klahr laid the corner­ 
stone, a church with only a single 
member. As such it remained for five 
years, until, some time ago, the church 
was sold at public sale to Charles C.

TESTING SEED CORN. 


REPORT OF GEORGIA STATE AG 
BICULTURAL COLLEGE.

Results Wholly in Favor of the Large 
Ears for Strong Germination— 
Not Hard for Farmers to 
Avoid Low Yields. 


Explorer Tells of Discoveries in 
Celestial Empire. 


Fled Into Wilds to Escape Task That 
Cost Countless Lives—Army of 
Millions Now Being Drilled 
to Defend Rampart. 


New York.—The only man 
living 
who ever traveled the full length of 
the great wall of China—a dangerous 
journey of 2,000 miles—has arrived 
here, with wonderful tales of hereto­ 
fore uncharted portions of the mighty 
breastworks; of the discovery of a 
tribe of hairy, wild Chinese pigmies 
whose ancestors can be traced to 210 
B. C., and details of a general move­ 
ment in China looking to the estab­ 
lishment of a great standing army. 
Dr. Edgar Geil, traveler and author, 
organized an exploring party a year 
ago, and when his work in China was 
completed he had discovered not only 
the tremendous size of the great wall, 
but unmistakable signs 
that 
China 
was wide awake to her responsibil­ 
ities and was in a fair way to do 
more in the next 20 years than Japan 
has done in the last 40. 
His observa­ 
tions—both ancient and modern—will 
be presented to the public in book 
form before very long. 
Dr. Geil believes in the Chinese be­ 
cause the construction of the great 
wall shows remarkable construction 
ability, marking an era of strenuous 
activity that evidences the measure of 
China’s real strength. 
He believes 
she is just waking from a long sleep; 
for his investigations show that in 
2,000 cities and nearly 100,000 towns 
regularly appointed men are drilling 
the inhabitants in the use of arms. 
In other words, China is preparing to 
put an army of 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 
men in the field. 
“One of the most im portant things 
about the great wall is that 700 miles 
of it is built along the line of greatest 
resistance—from sea level to an alti­ 
tude of two miles,” said Dr. Geil. 
“I 
also found 20,000 great towers, ©ach 
capable of holding IOO men. 
These 
towers are about IOO yards apart. 
I 
also found duplicate and triplicate 
walls, and a section 200 miles long 
that has never been charted running 
along the edge of Tibet.” 
Dr. Geil has great respect for Shi- 
Hwang-Ti, the first emperor of United 
China, who is said to have inspired 
the building of this great work. 
He 
believes that behind the mighty struc­ 
ture the Chinese, within a very few 
.years, will be able to “stand off’’ the 
world, even as they protected their 
homes once upon a time against the 
wild men of Mongolia and Manchuria. 
The explorer discovered the exist­ 
ence of the hairy pigmies through a 
careful study of the great wall and 
the folk-lore in half a dozen dialects 
along its towering sides. 
It is said 
that a million men worked on the 
wall, and that every detail of construc­ 
tion was so carefully watched that the 
unlucky workman who left even a tiny 
crevice through which a spear point 
might be thrust was buried alive in 
the great casement that was found 
faulty. 
The newly-discovered pigmies, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Geil, are 
men 
who 
could not stand the pressure of work 
in 210 B. C. and ran into the wilds, 
where they became savages or mani­ 
acs on account of their frightful ex­ 
periences. 
The sight of thousands of 
their relatives and friends becoming 
part and parcel of the wall, he de­ 
clares, was too much for those who 
sought safety in flight. 
"“The interesting folklore 
that 
I 
Studied through interpreters/’ said the 


explorer, “gave me a line on these 
little wild men, and we located them 
far in the interior. 
I have a man 
among them now, and I am interested 
to know how' he is faring. 
“That great wall experience of those 
early men, according to folklore, stunt­ 
ed the grow'th of their progeny, and 
that is why the hairy creatures—some 
of them not over three feet high—are 
beyond the pale of civilization within 
the boundaries of a country that is 
certain to make its power felt in the 
world before many years. 
These pig­ 
mies live like animals, and their long 
nails and terrible faces give them the 
appearance of being of a lower type 
of animal family than the monkeys of 
Africa. 
“Dr. Geil had many narow escapes 
from death, both on account of the 
precipitous paths and at the hands of 
the native of Tibet—many of whom 
never had seen a white man before 
and regarded him as some kind of an 
evil being. 
The majority of the Chi­ 
nese, however, gave him no trouble. 
He was taken to be the “great white 
man guest of the emperor,” and his 
presence 
was 
considered 
a 
good 
omen. 
The greater part of the way he and 
his party of 25 rode astride mules, 
but in many places walking was the 
only safe method of travel, as an al­ 
titude of 12,000 feet was reached.

to place on exhibition at the old Key 
mansion, in Georgetown, D. C.

E. Hope Slater of Newport and Wash­ 
ington, and which centered at Hope- 
dene, her beautiful villa at Newport, 
has been cleared up in the last few 
days. 
The “mystery” was embodied 
in the disappearance of Mrs. Slater’s 
valuable dogs, one 12 years ago, an­ 
other six years later.

FIND OLD COINS UNDER FLO O R 


Michigan Man Makes Discovery While 
Repairing 
House — Pieces 
Very Valuable. 


A gradual change has been taking 
place in the production and sale of 
seed corn in this country during the 
last decade. 
Previous to this time 
nearly all the corn used for seed was 
shelled and sold to the grower in that 
condition. At present the tendency Is 
for more and more of the seed corn 
to be bought on the cob. 
The reason 
for this change is due to the fact 
that many ears of corn are worthless 
for seed, and by purchasing the corn 
on the cob the grower has an oppor- 
I tunity to select the ears that are like­ 
ly to yield well, according to a Press 
Bulletin of the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture. 
Many of the undesir 
able qualities in an ear of seed corn 
can be detected by the eye, but very 
often a good looking ear will show a 
very weak germination and produce a 
weak plant yielding only a nubbin in 
stead of a good-sized ear. The college 
has made many germination tests of 
samples of corn from different gee 
tlons of the state. The work has been 
carried on as follows: Bushel lots of 
corn have been secured for nearly all 
the tests, the ears being divided into 
groups according to size of ear and the 
results of the tests from the different 
sized ears kept separate. 
Many tests 
have been made and in every case the 
total per cent, germination was In 
favor of the large ears that came near 
the standard of size for the variety 
tested. 
The following example will 
Illus­ 
trate the point: Ninety ears of Henry 
Grady corn were used for the test 
The standard size ear for this variety 
Is about 16 ounces. 
The ninety ears 
were divided Into two groups, the 
first group containing 40 ears weigh 
ing from 14 to 17 ounces. 
The aver­ 
age total per cent, germination for 
this group was 94, and the per cent, 
strong germination for this group con 
tained 50 ears weighing between 
l l 
and 13 ounces. The average total per 
cent germination for this group was 
85, and the per cent, strong germina­ 
tion was only 33 as compared with 55 
for the large ears. 
Second, 80 ears of Hembree corn, a 
local variety, were tested. 
The stan­ 
dard size ear for this variety is about 
14 ounces. The 80 ears were divided 
into two groups. 
The first group con­ 
sisted of 40 ears weighing from 13 to 
15 ounces. The average total per cent, 
germination for these ears was 79.75, 
while the per cen t stronge germina­ 
tion was 39.2. 
The second group con­ 
sisted of 40 ears, weighing from 9 to 
12 ounces. The average total per cent, 
germination for these ears was 66.4, 
while the per cent, strong germination 
was only 10.5 as compared with 39.2 
for the standard sized ears. 
These results show that seed corn 
is not in good condition in many cases 
and should be tested for germination 
before planting. 
The difference in 
germination 
between 
the 
different 
sized ears of corn in this test corre­ 
sponds to previous experiments made 
by the writer, and should be a guide 
in selecting corn in the ear for seed 
as weak germination is at least partly 
responsible for low yields. 


Mason, Mich.—While tearing an old 
floor out of a house occupied by Mrs. 
Dr. Darrow of this city, Alton and 
Carl Jew ett discovered a box of old 
coins carefully laid away between the 
floor and underpinning. * 
There are 20 coins in all, ranging In 
value from one dollar to half a dime, 
and in age from 120 to 50 years. The 
denominations include dollar, half dol­ 
lar, quarter, dime and half dime, aa 
well as one silver Canadian piece of 
undertermined value. 
Most of the coins are of 1840 and 
1850, and these nearly all new and 
unworn, showing they must have lain 
there for 50 years. 
The oldest one 
was the Canadian piece, made in 1780. 
A peculiar feature of the dollar, which 
was made in 1797, was that tt^e face 
was blank, the rib bearing the words, 
“One dollar, IOO cents.” 
The coins are worth a great many 
times their face value owing to their 
age and rarity.

The Mortgage Lifter. 


The hog has been rightly called the 
mortgage lifter, for certainly he has 
lifted many mortgages from American 
farms. He is in this country a rent 
payer, he pays the interest on the 
debt and on the mortgage. 
There is 
no doubt that many a farm er has in­ 
creased his herd of hogs for the pur­ 
pose of paying off the mortgage when 
it should come due. 
The hog is the most ready animal 
to be used as a means of 
raising 
money. 
His 
omnivorous 
appetite 
makes it possible to keep him with 
little expense if he cannot be supplied 
with expensive food. 
If he 
cannot 
have grain he turns to 
grass 
and 
clover. 
If they fail, he has a large 
assortm ent of pig weeds and other 
weeds 
on which he can eke out an 
existence. 
W hen all things 
above 
ground fail he begins his hunt in the 
ground and will work hard rooting up 
potatoes, artichokes and other roots. 
Turn the hog loose In the woods, as 
many men do in the south, and he still 
finds means to satisfy his hunger. He 
knows many a root that is succulent 
that man does not know' much about. 
He watches the oak trees and seizes 
all the acorns that fall. 
In fact, this 
kind of food is just the thing for him, 
and the hog so fed is considered a 
prize as producing meat, and especial­ 
ly ham on a high quality. 
In some parts of the country the 
hog is made to shift for himself, and 
he does it successfully. 
He becomes 
a razor back and can outrun almost 
anything that is likely to get after 
him. 
He does not produce as much 
meat as he does when he is kept in a 
pen and highly fed from birth to ma 
turity, but what he does produce is 
of good flavor and costs the owner 
practically 
nothing. 
The 
southern 
hog has done his share towards the 
lifting of the mortgage and also to­ 
wards clothing the family.

FOR GETTING RID OF M OLES. 


Garden Magazine Prints Some Hint* 
of Value to Those Troubled 
with the Pests. 


The Garden Magazine gives a short 
paper on catching moles. The sub­ 
stance of the paper is as follows: 
Moles have the habit of eating whole 
rows of garden seeds as well as corn 
in the fields; they also feast upon 
bulbs, asparagus roots and in numer­ 
ous ways injure the plants of the gar­ 
den, besides they are a great pest in 
the lawns, rooting up grass and mak­ 
ing unsightly furrow's in all directions. 
When one is caught at work 
If 
a 
spade is pushed into the ground full 
depth just back of the moving portion 
of earth and the dirt quickly thrown 
our the mole can be caught and killed. 
The little beasts work early in the 
morning and late in the afternoon, so 
lf you do not chance to catch them at 
work you can use calcium carbide in 
driving them away. 
This is the ma­ 
terial 4hat is used in generating acety­ 
lene gas and must be handled with 
care for if the hands are pot perfectly 
dry the lime in the material will slake 
very rapidly and cause a burn. This 
material can be put into the burrows 
and w ill usually drive the moles away. 
If it is impossible to put the carbide 
in the burrow every few feet it might 
be well to generate the gas by plac­ 
ing some of the calcium carbide in the 
channels, covering with soil, 
being 
careful not to fill up the burrow with 
dirt. Then a hose may be turned into 
the run till it is flooded. 
Someone 
had best stand by with a handful of 
soil in order to stop any hole through 
which the gas might escape. 
Carbon bisulphide may be used in 
small areas to drive away moles. When 
using this chemical be careful no; to 
open it near a flame as it is very vola­ 
tile and highly explosive. To apply It 
make little holes in the run every few 
feet, pour into them a tablespoonful or 
so of the bisulphide and quickly cover 
with a board; on top of the board heap 
soil. 
This chemical rapidly turns Into 
a gas with an extremely unpleasant 
odor and kills the mole by suffocation. 
Small beds of bulbs, 
or 
similar 
plants may be protected from moles 
by edging them with boards driven 
edgeways into the ground 
or 
zinc 
strips may be used. These boards, 
etc., should be at least seven or eight 
inches below the surface, as moles are 
supposed to tunnel about six inches 
deep; in dry seasons, however, they 
may go lower. 
If any of the above 
methods cannot be used the only thing 
left to do is to buy a mole trap and 
set* It in the run. 
There are several 
of these traps on the market.

Weather Bureau Is Establishing 
Stations in Rockies. 


Will Give Farmers Flood W arningi 
find Estimate Water Supply for 
Irrigation—Statistics Will 
Be Valuable. 


Denver—That Uncle Sam is not 
disposed to overlook any point when 
it comes to aiding the developers of 
L’p country is evidenced in th© estab­ 
lishment of snow gauging stations at 
many points in the Rocky mountains, 
under the direction of officials of the 
United States weather bureau. 
The 
amount of snow that falls In 
the 
Rocky 
mountains 
determines 
the 
amount of v ater in many of the prin­ 
cipal rive-F of the country, and hence 
has a bearing on the floods that dev­ 
astate the middle west in some spring 
seasons. 
The snowfall in the moun­ 
tains has much to do with determining 
the success or failure of the vast Ir­ 
rigation enterprises that have sprung 
up In the west. The mountains act as 
vast reservoirs. When the snowbanks 
are piled high in these natural reser­ 
voirs tne farmer who depends on ir­ 
rigation knows that there is no danger 
of . shortage of water in the coming 
summer. But if the main range shows 
few snow capped peaks and the gul­ 
lies contain few white drifts then the 
farmer realizes that he must husband 
every drop of water. 
It is for keeping accurate and de­ 
pendable records of snowfall that the 
government is establishing these snow 
ganging stations throughout the Rocky 
mountains. Statistics will be kept and 
comparisons will be made each year, 
so the people in the Mississippi val- 


Alfalfa and the Soil. 


hen a plant furnishes an abundant 
crop, such as alfalfa, with three or 
four cuttings during a single season, 
it is but natural to think that it will 
greatly exhaust the soil. 
Nothing Is 
more erroneous. 
Instead of taking 
strength away from the soil it puts 
more into it; instead of exhausting it, 
the fertility is increased. 
The pene­ 
trating powers of alfalfa roots are 
well known. The roots are constantly 
growing and decaying, thus adding to 
the “humus” of the soil. 
The strong­ 
est point in favor of alfalfa as a soil 
improver Is its remarkable nitrogen 
gathering ability. The roots of alfalfa 
are full of the small nitrogen tuber­ 
cles which represent bottled up vital­ 
ity to plant life and it has been made 
on ground infested with nitrogen bac­ 
teria. 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
the 
spread of alfalfa fever” is no wonder. 
With splendid crops of highest priced 
hay on top of the ground, with the 
roots working as perfectly natural fer­ 
tilizers under the ground, farmers can 
do nothing better than to plant alfalfa. 
The truth of this statem ent may be 
realized and verified, if one but takes 
time to look up statistics and reads 
about the marvelous increase in the 
acreage of alfalfa. In Kansas alone 
the acres sown to alfalfa increased 
from approximately 35,000 acres in 
1891 to more than 743,000 in 1907. It 
Is 
safe 
to 
say 
that 
since 
then 
the acreage has increased in propor­ 
tion, and other states are falling in 
line.—A. Kruhm in Farm Homa. 


Keep the Coops Clean. 


Do not put your 
newly 
hatched 
chicks into filthy old 
brooders 
or 
brood coops. 
See that everything of 
this kind Is thoroughly scrubbed out 
with hot soap suds and sprinkled with 
a little carbolic acid and set in the 
sun to dry. 
See that all this is at­ 
tended to long enough before using to 
get thoroughly dried out before the 
chicks are to be put into them. 
A 
filthy old brooder or brood coop for 
ben and chickens will breed disease, 
and then you will wonder what Is the 
cause. 


Soy Beans and Corn. 


Where this can be grown it is ad­ 
visable to give it a trial as it will pro. 
duce from four to five cuttings per 
year, yielding from 12 to 20 tons of 
green feed per acre. 
It is very pal­ 
atable, nutritious and a great milk 
producer. 
More than that, being a 
perennial, It is only necessary to plant 
it once in about ten years. 


Alfalfa. 


Planted In the spring, soy beans 
make a good crop to come on about 
August. 
They are very rich in pro­ 
tein, and as a carbohydrate crop to 
be fed In connection with it, corn is 
to be recommended. These two crops 
will come at that time of year when 
the pastures are scant and files are 
thickest.

Springs, Col. 


ley will know whether the flood dan­ 
ger is at maximum or minimum and 
the western rancher will not have to 
guess at the amount of water that will 
be available for irrigation purposes. 
Then, too, in the Rocky mountains are 
springing up water power enterprises 
that dwarf Niagara by comparison. 
Through the government estimates of 
the snowfall the promoters of these 
enterprises will be able to figure ap­ 
proximately the amount of wdter pow­ 
er that will be available. 
F. H. Brandenburg, one of the vet­ 
erans of the weather bureau service. 
who is in charge of the station at Den­ 
ver, hag established most of the snow 
gauging stations in the mountains. He 
has spent the greater part of the win­ 
ter at the task. More than 30 stations 
have been erected by Mr. Brandenburg 
in Colorado alone. 
‘T his has been an 
exceptionally 
good season for beginning the work 
of measuring the snowfall,” said Mr. 
Brandenburg, “if the amount of snow 
has any bearing on the subject. The 
snowfall in the Rocky mountains has 
been the heaviest in many years. 
In 
some places in the mountains 
the 
drifts are 40 or 50 feet dep, and five 
fi*et on a level is a common occur­ 
rence. Some of the snow gauging sta­ 
tions have been established at tre­ 
mendous altitudes, as at Boreas Pass, 
La Veta Pass, etc., but most of them 
are well below the timber line.” 
One of the new snow measuring sta­ 
tions has been established at Steam­ 
boat Springs, in Routt county, where 
accurate estimates of the snowfall on 
the western side of the Great Divide 
will be made. 
A few weeks ago the 
telephone 
line 
out 
of 
Steamboat 
Springs would not work. 
Linemen 
were sent out on snowshoes and with 
provisions 
drawn 
on 
sledges. 
The 
linemen returned, stating that they 
found the tops of the telephone poles 
40 feet below the surface of the snow 
In many places. A temporary line was 
fixed by stringing wire from the tops 
of the tallest trees. 
Jackson’s Hole, 
immediately south of Yellowstone Na- 
tional park, has had an unprecedented 
fall of snow this winter. So deep have 
been the drifts in the mountains that 
the elk, of which there are thousands 
in 4his big game paradise, were driv 
en to the valleys below. 
Finally the 
state had to appropriate $10,000 tc 
feed these elk. 
When the government has 
estab­ 
lished snow measuring stations along 
the entire crest of the continent, from 
the Canada line to the Rio Grande, 
the results should prove most interest 
ing as well as valuable. 
The nation 
will be able to determine just 
how 
great a resource It has in Its snow 
fall each year, or how great a men 
ace is threatening the farmers in low 
er altitudes, where floods are common 
The flood menace will be 
checked 
gradually as reservoirs are construct' 
ed to catch the run-off from the Rocky 
mountain snows each season, bat their 
the snow gauging statistics will be val 
noble, showing, as they 
will, how 
much will be added to the reservoir* 
through the winter’s snowfall.

to Defend Rampart. 


New York.—The only man living 


.who ever traveled the full length o 
the great wall of China—a dangerous 
journey of 2,000 miles—has arrived 
here, with wonderful tales of hereto 
fore uncharted portions of the might; 
breastworks; of the discovery of 
tribe of hairy, wild Chinese pigmies 
whose ancestors can be traced to 210 
B. C., and details of a general move 
ment in China looking to the estab 
lishment of a great standing army. 


Dr. Edgar Geil, traveler and author 


organized an exploring party a year 
ago, and when his work in China was 
completed he had discovered not only 
the tremendous size of the great wall 
but unmistakable signs that China 
was wide awake to her responsibil- 
ities and was in a fair way to do 
more in the next 20 years than Japan 
has done in the last 40. His observa- 
tions—both ancient and .modern—will 
be presented to the public In book 
form before very lo'ng. 


Dr. Geil believes In the Chinese be- 


cause the construction of the great 
wall shows remarkable construction 
ability, marking an era ot strenuous 
activity that evidences the measure of 
China's real strength 
He believes 


she is just waking from a long sleep; 
for his investigations show that in 
2,000 cities and nearly 100,000 towns 
regularly appointed men are drilling 
the inhabitants in the use of arms. 
In other words, China is preparing to 
put an army of 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 
men In the field. 


"One of the most important things 


about the great wall is that 700 miles 
of it la built along the line of greatest 
resistance—from sea level to an alti- 
tude of two miles," said Dr., Geil. "I 
also found 20,000 great towers, each 
capable of holding 100 men. 
These 


towers are about 100 yards apart. I 
also found duplicate and triplicate 
walls, and a section ZOO miles long 
that has never been charted running 
along the edge of Tibet." 


Dr. Geil has great respect for Shi- 


Hwang-Ti, the first emperor of United 
China, who is said to have Inspired 
the building of this great work. He 
believes that behind the mighty struc- 
ture the Chinese, within a very few 


, Teats, will be able to "stand oft" tne 


world, even as they protected their 
homes once upon a time against the 
wild men of Mongolia and Manchuria. 


The explorer discovered the exist- 


ence of the hairy pigmies through a 
careful study of the great wall and 
the folk-lore In half a dozen dialects 
along its 'towering sides 
It is said 


that a million men worked on the 
wall, and that every detail of construc- 
tion was so carefully watched that the 
unlucky workman who left even a tiny 
crevice through which a spear point 
might be thrust was buried alive in 
the great casement that was found 
faulty. 


The newly-discovered pigmies, ac- 
cording to Dr. <3eil, are 
men who 


could not stand the pressure of work 
In 210 B. C. and ran into the wilds, 
where they became savages or mani- 
acs on account of their frightful ex- 
periences. The sight of thousands of 
their relatives and friends becoming 
part and parcel of the wall, he de- 
clares, was too much tor those who 
Fought safety in flight. 


•"The Interesting folklore 
that I 
•tudied through interpreters," said the 


explorer, "gave me a line on these 
little wild men, and we located them 
far in the interior. 
I have a man 


among them now, and I am interested 
to know how he is faring. 


"That great wall experience of those 


early men, according to folklore, stunt 
ed the growth of their progeny, and 
that is why the hair,y creatures—some 
of them not over three feet high—are 
beyond the pale of civilization within 
the boundaries of a country that is 
certain to make its power felt in the 
world before many years. These pig 
mies live like animals, and their long 
nails and terrible faces give them the 
appearance of being of a lower type 
of animal family than the monkeys of 
Africa. 


"Dr. Geil had many narow escapes 


from death, both on account of the 
precipitous paths and at the hands of 
the native of Tibet—many of whom 
never had aeeiua white man before 
and regarded him as some Jtind of an 
evil being 
The majority of the Chi- 


nese, however, gave him no trouble. 
He was taken to be the "great white 
man guest of the emperor," and his 
presence 
was considered a 
good 
omen. 


The greater part of the way he and 


his party of 26 rode astride mules, 
but m many places walking was the 
only safe method of travel, as an al- 
titude of 12,000 feet was reached.

The flrst church edifice was erectei 


half a century ago by the founder, th 
late Daniel Klahr, one of the earlle 
sellers of the borough This was when 
among the Evangelicals there arose a 
man of great pulpit abilities, and 1 
fell to the lot of this man. Rev. Mose 
Dissinger, to preach to the member 
of the then Klahr's church, so-callei 
because Mr. Klahr was the flrst mem 
her. 


Klahr, as a church builder, was a 


remarkable man 
He burned th 


bricks all alone, from tte clay from 
his own land, and what other building 
material he did not supply he colled 
ed the funds to pay for. 


The little brick building that wai 


the result was soon the gathering o 
crowds that* overflowed its capacity 
and the congregation grew and grew 
until Mr. Klahr saw that there waa 
room for a much larger church. 


A Christian friend in Ohio came to 


Klahr's aid, and 
subscribed 
?l,20i 


toward a new building. Then Klahr 
began to burn another kiln of bricks 
and Salem's church was the result. 


Later came tne split in the Evan 


relieal church, when the United Evan 
gelicals and the Evangelicals became 
separate denominations. 
This 


Salem's practically in the same posi 
tion as when Klahr laid the corner 
stone, a church with only a singl 
member. As such it remained for five 
years, until, some time ago, the church 
was sold at public sale to Charles C 
Reeser, who is now razing the build 
ing.

FIND OLD COINS UNDER FLOOR 


Michigan Man Makes Discovery While 


Repairing 
House — Pieces 


Very Valuable. 


Mason, Mich.—While tearing an old 


floor out of a house occupied by Mrs. 
Dr. Darrow of this city, Alton and 
Carl Jewett discovered a box of old 
coins carefully laid away between the 
floor and underpinning. 


There are 20 coins in all, ranging in 


value from one dollar to half a dime, 
and in age from 120 to 50 years. The 
denominations include dollar, half dol- 
lar, Quarter, dime and half dime, aa 
well as one silver Canadian piece of 
undertermined value. 


Most of the coins are ot 1840 and 


1850, and these nearly all new and 
unworn, showing they must have lain 
there for 50 years. The oldest one 
was the Canadian piece, made in 1780. 
A peculiar feature of the dollar, which 
was made in 1797, was that th.e face 
was blank, the rib bearing the words. 
"One dollar, 100 cents." 


The coins are worth a great many 


times their face value owing to their 
age and rarity.

REPORT OP GEORGIA "STATE A< 


RICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


Results Wholly in Favor of the Lara 


Ears for Strong Germination— 


Not Hard for Farmers to 


"i 
Avoid Low yields. 


A gradual change has been takin 


place in the production and sale 
seed corn in this country during th 
last decade. 
Previous to this tim 


nearly all the corn used for seed wa 
shelled and sold to the grower in tha 
condition. At present the tendency 
for more and more of the seed co: 
to be bought on the cob. The reaso 
for this change is due to the fac 
that many ears of corn are worthies 
£ar seed, and by purchasing the cor 
on the cob the grower has an oppo 
tunity to select the ears that are like 
ly to yield well, according to a Pre: 
Bulletin of the Georgia State Colleg 
of Agriculture. Many of the undesi 
able qualities in an ear of seed cor 
can be detected by the eye, but ver 
often a good looking ear will show 
very weak germination and produce 
weak plant yielding only a nubbin in 
stead of a good-sized ear. The colleg 
has made many germination tests 
samples of corn from different sec 
tlons of the state. The work h^s bee: 
carried on as follows: Bushel lots o 
corn have been secured for nearly a] 
the tests, the ears being divided int 
groups according to size of ear and th 
results of the tests from the differen 
sized ears kept separate. 
Many test 


have been made and in every case th 
total per cent, germination was i! 
favor of the large ears that came nea 
the standar'd of size for the varlet; 
tested. 


The following example will 
lllus 


trate the point: Ninety ears of Henr; 
Grady corn were used for the tesl 
The standard size ear for this variet; 


about 16 ounces. The ninety ear 


were divided into two groups, th 
first group containing 40 ears weigh 
ing from 14 to 17 ounces. The aver 
age total per cent, germination fo 
this group was 94, and the per cent 
strong germination for this group con 
talned 50 ears weighing, between 1 
and 13 ounces. The average total pe 
cent germination for this group wa 
!5, and the per cent, strong germina 
lion was only 33 as compared with 5! 
for the large ears. 


Second, 80 ears of Hembree corn, a 


ocal variety, were tested. The stan 
dard size ear for this variety is abou 
14 ounces. The SO ears were divided 
nto two groups. The first group con 
slsted of 40 ears weighing from 13 t 
15 ounces. The average total per cent 
germination for these ears was 79.75 
while the per cent, stronge germina 
ion was 39.2. The second group con 
sisted of 40 ears, weighing from 9 to 
12 ounces. The average total per cent 
germination for these ears was 66.4 


hile the per cent, strong germination 


was only 10.5 as compared with 39.2 
'or the standard sized ears. 


These results show that seed corn 


s- not in good condition in many cases 
and should be tested for germination 
>efore planting. 
The difference in 


germination between the 
differen 


sized ears of corn in this test corre 
iponds to previous experiments made 
>y the writer, and should be a guide 
n selecting corn in the ear for seed 
as weak germination is at least partly 
responsible for low yields.

slstence. When all things 
above 


round fail he begins his hunt in the 
ground and will work hard rooting up 
otatoes, artichokes and other roots, 
'urn the hog loose in the woods, 
lany men do In the south, and he still 
nds means to satisfy his hunger. He 
mows many a root that Is succulent 
that man does not know much about. 
He watches the oak trees and seizes 
all the acorns that fall. In fact, this 
kind of food Is just tho thing for him, 
and the hog so fed is considered a 
prize as producing meat, and especial- 
ly ham on a high quality. 


In. some parts of the country the 


hog is made to shift for himself, and 
he do»s it successfully. He becomes 
a razor back and can outrun almost 
anything that Is likely to get after 
him. He does not produce as much 
meat as he does when he is kept in a 
pen and highly fed from birth to ma- 
turity, but what he does produce Is 
(of good flavor and costs the owner 
practically nothing.

hog has done his share towards the 
lifting of the mortgage and also to- 
wards clothing the family.

FOR GETTING RIO OF MOLES. 


Garden Magazine Prints Some Hints 


of Value to Those Troubled 


with the Pests. 


The Garden Magazine gives s short 


paper on catching moles. The sub- 
stance of the paper is as follows: 


Moles have the habit of eating whole 


rows of garden seeds as well as corn 
in the fields; they also feast upon 
bulbs, asparagus roots and in numer- 
ous ways Injure the plants of the gar- 
den, besides they are a great pest in 
the lawns, rooting up grass and mak- 
ing unsightly furrows in all directions. 
When one is caught at work If 
a 


spade is pushed into the ground full 
depth just back of the moving poitlon 
of earth and the dirt quickly thrown 
out the mole can be caught and killed. 


The little beasts work early In the 


morning and late in the afternoon, so 
if you do not chance to catch them at 
work you can use calcium carbide In 
driving them away. This is the ma- 
terial -that Is used in generating acety- 
lene gas and must be handled with 
care for if the hands are not perfectly 
dry the lime in the material will slake 
very rapidly and cause a burn. This 
material can be put into the burrows 
and will usually drive the moles away. 
If it is impossible to put the carbide 
in the burrow every few feet it might 
be well to generate the gas by plac- 
ing some of the calcium carbide In the 
channels, covering with soil, being 
careful not to fill up the burrow with 
dirt. Then a hose may be turned into 
the run till it is flooded. Someone 
had best stand by with a handful of 
soil in order to stop any hole through 
which the gas might escape. 


Carbon bisulphide may be used in 


small areas to drive away moles. When 
using this chemical be careful no; to 
open it near a flame as it is very vola- 
tile and highly explosive. To apply it 
make little holes in the run every few 
feet, pour into them a tablespoonful or 
so of the bisulphide and quickly cover 
with a board; on top of the board heap 
soil. This chemical rapidly turns Into 
a gas with an extremely unpleasant 
odor and kills the mole by suffocation. 


Small beds of bulbs, 
or 
similar 


plants may be protected from moles 
by edging them with boards driven 
edgeways into the ground or zinc 
strips may be used. These boards, 
etc., should be at least seven or right 
Inches below the surface, as moles are 
supposed to tunnel about six inches 
deep; in dry seasons, however, they 
may go lower 
If any of the above 


methods cannot be used the only thing 
left to do is to buy a mole trap and 
set-it in the run. There are several 
of these traps on the market. 


Alfalfa and the Soil. 
_ 


When a plant furnishes an abundant 


crop, such a.s alfalfa, with three or 
Four cuttings during a single season, 
It is but natural to think that it will 
greatly exhaust tba soil. Nothing is 
more erroneous. Instead of taking 
strength away from the soil it puts 
more into it; instead of exhausting it, 
;he fertility Is increased. The pene- 
trating powers of alfalfa roots are 
well known. The roots are constantly 
growing and decaying, thus adding to 
:he "humus" of the soil. The strong* 
est point in favor of alfalfa as a soil 
mprover is its remarkable nitrogen 
gathering ability. The roots of alfalfa 
are full of the small nitrogen tuber- 
cles which represent boitled up vital- 
ty to plant life and it has been made 
on ground infesteil with nitrogen bao- 
:eria. 


Under 
these circumstances the 


'spread of alfalfa fever" is no wonder. 
With splendid crops of highest priced 
hay on top of the ground, with the 
roots working as perfectly natural fer- 
lllzers under the ground, farmers can 
lo nothing better than to plant alfalfa. 
The truth of this statement may be 
realized and verified, if one but takes 
ime to look up statistics and reads 
about the marvelous Increase in the 
acreage of alfalfa. In Kansas alone 
he acres sown to alfalfa increased 
rom approximately 35,000 acres In 
.891 to more than 743,000 In 1907. It 
s safe to say that since then 
he acreage has increased in proper* 
ion, and other states are falling in 
ine.—A. Kruhm in Farm Homo. 


Keep the Coops Clean.

More than that, being a 


irennlal, It is only necessary to plant 
once In about ten years. 


Alfalfa.

They are very rich In pro* 
in, and as a carbohydrate crop to 
i fed in connection with it, corn la 


i be recommended. These two crops

TO GAOGE SNOWFALL 


Weather Bureau Is Establishing 


Stations in Rockies. 


Will Give Farmers Flood Warnings 


find Estimate Water Supply for 


Irrigation—Statistics Will 


Be Valuable. 


Denver.—That Uncle Sam Is not 


disposed to overlook any point when 
it comes to aiding the developers of 
tine country is evidenced in the estab- 
lishment of snow gauging stations at 
many points in the Rocky mountains, 
under the direction of officials of the 
United States weather bureau. 
The 


amount of snow that falls in 
the 


Kocky mountains 
determines 
the 


amount of water in many of the prin- 
cipal rivers of the country, and hence 
has a bearing on the floods that dev- 
astate the middle west in some spring 
seasons. The snowfall in the moun- 
tains has much to do with determining 
the success or failure of the vast Ir- 
rigation enterprises that have sprung 
up In the west. The mountains act as 
vabt reservoirs. When the snowbanks 
arc piled high in these natural reser- 
voirs the farmer who depends on Ir- 
rigation knows that there is no danger 
of shortage of water in the coming 
summer. But if the main range shows 
few snow capped peaks and the gul- 
lies contain few white drifts then the 
farmer realizes that he must husband 
every drop of water. 


It is for keeping accurate and de- 


pendable records of snowfall that the 
government is establishing these snow 
gauging stations throughout the Rocky 
mountains. Statistics will be kept and 
comparisons will be made each year, 
so the people In the Mississippi val*

ley will know whether the flood dan- 
ger is at maximum or minimum and 
the western rancher will not have to 
guess at the amount of water that will 
be available for irrigation purposes. 
Then, too, in the Rocky mountains are 
springing up water power enterprises 
that dwarf Niagara by comparison. 
Through the government estimates of 
the snowfall the promoters of these 
enterprises will be able to figure ap- 
proximately the amount of witer pow- 
er that will be available. 


P. H. Brandenburg, one of the vet- 


erans of the weather bureau service, 
wlo is in charge of the station at Den. 
ver, has established most of the snow 
gs.nglng stations in the mountains. He 
has spent the greater part of the win- 
ter at the task. More than 30 stations 
have been erected by Mr. Brandenburg 
in Colorado alone. 


"This has been an 
exceptionally 


good season for beginning the work 
oi' measuring the snowfall," said Mr. 
Brandenburg, "if the amount of enow 
bis any bearing on the subject. The 
snowfall in the Rocky mountains has 
bsen the heaviest in many years. In 
some places In the mountains 
the 


drifts are 40 or 60 feet dep, and five 
foet on a level is a common occur- 
rence. Some of the snow gauging sta- 
tions have been established at tre- 
mendous altitudes, as at Boreas Pass, 
la Veta Pass, etc., but most of them 
are well below the timber line." 


One of the new snow measuring sta- 


< ons has been established at Steam- 
boat Springs, in Routt county, where 
accurate estimates of the snowfall on 
lae western side of the Great Divide 
vlll be made. A few weeks ago the 
telephone tine out ot 
Steamboat 


Springs would not work. 
Linemen 


i^ere sent out on anowshoes and witb 
provisions drawn on sledges. The 
) nemen returned, stating that they 
found the tops of the telephone poles 
40 feet below the surface of the snow 
ii many places. A temporary line was 
fixed by stringing wire from the tops 
ot the tallest trees. Jackson's Hole, 
i nmedlately south of Yellowstone Na- 
tional park, has had an unprecedented 
fall of snow this winter. So deep have 
been the drifts In the mountains that 
the elk, of which there are thousand* 
in -this big game paradise, were drlv> 
«n to the valleys below. Finally the 
state had to appropriate $10,000 tc 
l'3ed these elk. 


When the government has estab- 


lished snow measuring stations along 
the entire crest of the continent, from 
the Canada line to the Rio Orande, 
1 he results should prove most interest/ 
ing as well as valuable. The nation 
will be able to determine just how 
great a resource It has in its snow , 
fall each year, or how great a men 
ace Is threatening the farmers In low- 
cr altitudes, where floods are common. 
The flood menace will be checked 
gradually as reservoirs are construct 
ed to catch the run-off from the Rocky 
mountain snows each season, but ther 
the snow gauging statistics will b» val 
uable, showing, as they 
will, bow 


much will be added to the reservoir* 
through the winter's snowfall. 


The trouble with the famO-r «kel* 


ton is that It Is never as dead •• tt

FINDS A PIGMY RACE 


Explorer Tells of Discoveries in 


Celestial Empire. 


Fled Into Wilds to Escape Task That 


Cost Countless Lives—Army of 


Millions Now Being Drilled 


to Defend Rampart. 


New York.—The only man living 


.who ever traveled the full length of 
the great wall of China—a dangerous 
journey of 2,000 miles—has arrived 
here, with wonderful tales of hereto- 
fore uncharted portions of the mighty 
breastworks; of the discovery of a 
tribe of hairy, wild Chinese pigmies 
whose ancestors can be traced to 210 
B. C., and details of a general move- 
ment in China looking to the estab- 
lishment of a great standing army. 


Dr. Edgar Geil, traveler and author, 


organized an exploring party a year 
ago, and when his work in China was 
completed he had discovered not only 
the tremendous size of the great wall, 
but unmistakable signs that China 
was wide awake to her responsibil- 
ities and was in a fair way to do 
more in the next 20 years than Japan 
has done in the last 40. His observa- 
tions—both ancient and jnoderu—will 
be presented to the public In book 
form before very long. 


Dr. Geil believes in the Chinese be- 


cause the construction of the great 
wall shows remarkable construction 
ability, marking an era ot strenuous 
activity that evidences the measure of 
China's real strength 
He believes 


she Is just waking from a long sleep; 
for his investigations show that in 
2,000 cities and nearly 100,000 towns 
regularly appointed men are drilling 
the inhabitants iu the use of arms. 
In other words, China is preparing to 
put an army of 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 
men In the field. 


"One of the most important things 


about the great wall is that 700 miles 
of it la built along the line of greatest 
resistance—from sea level to an alti- 
tude of two miles," said Dr., Geil. "I 
also found 20,000 great towers, each 
capable of holding 100 men. 
These 


towers are about 100 yards apart. I 
also found duplicate and triplicate 
walls, and a section 200 miles long 
that has never been charted running 
along the edge of Tibet." 


Dr. Geil has great respect for Shi- 


Hwang-Ti, the first emperor of United 
China, who is said to have Inspired 
the building of this great work. He 
believes that behind the mighty struc- 
ture the Chinese, within a very few 
„,.-, Teats, will be able to "stand off" tie 


world, even as they protected their 
homes once upon a time against the 
wild men of Mongolia and Manchuria. 


Tbe explorer discovered the exist- 
ence of the hairy pigmies through a 
careful study of the great wall and 
the folk-lore In half a dozen dialects 
along its 'towering sides 
It is said 


that a million men worked on the 
wall, and that every detail of construc- 
tion was so carefully watched that the 
unlucky workman who left even a tiny 
crevice through which a spear point 
might be thrust was buried alive in 
the great casement that was found 
faulty. 


The newly-discovered pigmies, ac- 
cording to Dr. <3eil, are 
men who 


could not stand the pressure of work 
In 210 B. C. and ran into the wilds, 
where they became savages or mani- 
acs on account of their frightful ex- 
periences. The sight of thousands of 
their relatives and friends becoming 
part and parcel of the wall, he de- 
clares, was too much for those who 


explorer, "gave me a line on these 
little wild men, and we located them 
far in the interior. 
I have a man 


among them now, and I am interested 
to know how he is faring. 


"That great wall experience of those 


early men, according to folklore, stunt- 
ed the growth of their progeny, and 
that is why the hair,y creatures—some 
of them not over three feet high—are 
beyond the nale of civilization within 
the boundaries of a country that is 
certain to make its power felt in the 
world before many years. These pig 
mies live like animals, and their long 
nails and terrible faces give them the 
appearance of being of a lower type 
of animal family than the monkeys of 
Africa. 


"Dr. Geil had many narow escapes 


from death, both on account of the 
precipitous paths and at the hands of 
the native of Tibet—many of whom 
never had seensa white man before 
and regarded him as some Jtind of an 
evil being 
The majority of the Chi- 


nese, however, gave him no trouble. 
He was taken to be the "great white 
man guest of the emperor," and his 
presence 
was considered a 
good 
omen. 


The greater part of the way he and 


his party of 26 rode astride mules, 
but tn many places walking was the 
only safe method of travel, as an al- 
titude of 12,000 feet was reached.

Bernville, Pa.—Salem's Evangelical 


church, of this town, has spread its 
tale upon the pages of history in tbe 
last few days as the only church In 
Berks county, and probably in the 
state, having only one member* upon 
the 
church register. 
Time doea 


change things. At least it did for this 
congregation, which, by the way, when 
it was organized, also was a one man 
church. 


The flrst church edifice was erected 


half a century ago by the founder, the 
late Daniel Klahr, one of the earlier 
sellers of the borough This was when 
among the Evangelicals there arose 8 
man of great pulpit abilities, and It 
fell to the lot of this man. Rev. Moses 
Dissinger, to preach to the member* 
of the then Klahr's church, so-called 
because Mr. Klahr was the flrst mem- 
ber. 


Klahr, as a church builder, was a 


remarkable man 
He burned the 


bricks all alone, from tte clay from 
his own land, and what other building 
material he did not supply he collect- 
ed the funds to pay for. 


The little brick building that was 


the result was soon the gathering of 
crowds that, overflowed its capacity, 
and the congregation grew and grew 
until Mr. Klahr saw that there waa 
room for a much larger church. 


A Christian friend in Ohio came to 


Klahr's aid, and 
subscribed 
?1,200 


toward a new building. Then Klahr 
began to burn another kiln of bricks 
and Salem's church was the result. 


Later came tne split in the Evan- 


gelical church, when the United Evan- 
gelicals and the Evangelicals became 
separate denominations. 
This 4eft 


Salem's practically in the same posi- 
tion as when Klahr laid the corner- 
stone, a church with only a single 
member. As such it remained for five 
years, until, some time ago, the church 
was sold at public sale to Charles C. 
Reeser, who la now razing the build- 
ing.

DOG MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 


Newport Woman Now 
Knows 
How 


Her Dachshunds 
Disappeared 


So Mysteriously. 


New York.—A "mystery" that tat 


the last 12 years had puzzled Mrs. 
E. Hope Slater of Newport and Wash- 
ington, and which centered at Hope- 
dene, her beautiful villa at Newport, 
has been cleared up in the last few 
days 
The "mystery" was embodied 


in the disappearance of Mrs. Slater'* 
valuable dogs, one 12 years ago, an- 
other six years later. 
The solution 


followed the loss of a third dog. 


Mrs. Slater was walking about her 


grounds 12 years ago with a fine 
dachshund, a great pet, when the dog 
disappeared as if he had been swal- 
lowed up by the earth. 
Mrs. Slater 


offered a large reward for her pet's re- 
turn and advertised extensively in the 
newspapers, but with no result. Six 
years ago a sister of Mrs. Slater was 
playing on the lawn with 
another 


dachshund. She chanced to turn her 
head, and in a trice tbe dog was 
gone Searching and advertising were 
of no avail. 


The man who looks after Hopedene 


allowed a little bull terrier belong- 
ing to Mrs. Slater to run out on the 
lawn the other day. He, too, disap- 
peared. 
The caretaker was able to 


track the dog to the 
side of 
the 


stable, wbere, to his 
surprise, 
he 


found a small hole in the side of the 
building, just large enough for a elog 
to squeeze through. He 
had 
the 


planks removed from the stable floor 
and found that underneath was a cis- 
tern. In the latter was not only the 
body of the bull terrier, which had 
just been drowned, but the skeletons 
of two animals and the collar of the 
dachshund that had disappeared 12 
years before. 


A gradual change has been takin 


place in the production and sale o 
seed corn in this country during th 
last decade. 
Previous to this tim 


nearly all the corn used for seed wa 
shelled and sold to the grower in tha 
condition. At present the tendency i 
for more and more of the seed corn 
to be bought on the cob. The reaso 
for this change is due to the fac 
that many ears of corn are worthies 
£ar seed, and by purchasing the cor: 
on the cob the grower has an oppor 
tunity to select the ears that are like 
ly to yield well, according to a Pres 
Bulletin of the Georgia State Colleg 
of Agriculture. Many of the undesir 
able qualities in an ear of seed corn 
can be detected by the eye, but very 
often a good looking ear will show a 
very weak germination and produce a 
weak plant yielding only a nubbin in 
stead of a good-sized ear. The colleg 
has made many germination tests o 
samples of corn from different sec 
tlons of the state. The work ha,s been 
carried on as follows: Bushel lots o 
corn have been secured for nearly al 
the tests, the ears being divided inb 
groups according to size of ear and the 
results of the tests from the differen 
sized ears kept separate. 
Many test; 


have been made and in every case the 
total per cent, germination was In 
favor of the large ears that came nea 
the standar'd of size for the variety 
tested. 


The following example will 
Illus 


trate the point: Ninety ears of Henry 
Grady corn were used for the test 
The standard size ear for this variety 
is about 16 ounces. The ninety ears 
were divided into two groups, th" 
first group containing 40 ears weigh 
ing from 14 to 17 ounces. The aver 
age total per cent, germination foi 
this group was 94, and the per cent 
strong germination for this group con 
talned 50 ears weighing, between 1 
and 13 ounces. The average total per 
cent germination for this group was 
85, and the per cent, strong germlna 
tlon was only 33 as compared with 55 
for the large ears. 


Second, 80 ears of Hembree corn, a 


local variety, were tested. The stan 
dard size ear for this variety is abou 
14 ounces. The 80 ears were divided 
into two groups. The first group con 
slsted of 40 ears weighing from 13 to 
15 ounces. The average total per cent 
germination for these ears was 79.75 
while the per cent, stronge germlna 
tion was 39.2. The second group con 
sisted of 40 ears, weighing from 9 to 
12 ounces. The average total per cent 
germination for these ears was 66.4 
while the per cent, strong germination 
was only 10.5 as compared with 39.2 
for the standard sized ears. 


These results show that seed corn 


Is not in good condition in many cases 
and should be tested for germination 
before planting. 
The difference in 


germination between the 
different 


sized ears of corn in this test corre 
sponds to previous experiments made 
by the writer, and should be a guide 
in selecting corn in the ear for seed 
as weak germination is at least partly 
responsible for low yields.

FIND OLD COINS UNDER FLOOR 


Michigan Man Makes Discovery While 


Repairing 
House — Pieces 


Very Valuable. 


Mason, Mich.—While tearing an old 


floor out of a house occupied by Mrs. 
Dr. Darrow of this city, Alton and 
Carl Jewett discovered a box of old 
coins carefully laid away between the 
floor and underpinning. 


There are 20 coins in all, ranging in 


value from one dollar to half a dime, 
and in age from 120 to 50 years. The 
denominations include dollar, half dol- 
lar, quarter, dime and half dime, aa 
well as one silver Canadian piece of 
undertermined value. 


Most of the coins are ot 1840 and 


1850, and these nearly all new and 
unworn, showing they must have lain 
there for 50 years. The oldest one 
was the Canadian piece, made In 1780. 
A peculiar feature of the dollar, which 
was made In 1797, was that th.e face 
was blank, the rib bearing the words, 
"One dollar, 100 cents."

to be used as a means of raising 
money. 
His 
omnivorous 
appetite 


makes It possible to keep him with 
little expense If he cannot be supplied 
with expensive food. If he 
cannot 


have grain he turns to grass and 
clover. . If they fail, he has a large 
assortment of pig weeds and other 
weeds on which he can eke out an 
existence. 
When all things 
above 


ground fail he begins his hunt in the 
ground and will work hard rooting up 
potatoes, artichokes and other roots. 
Turn the hog loose in the woods, as 
many men do in the south, and he still 
finds means to satisfy his hunger. He 
knows many a root that Is succulent 
that man does not know much about. 
He watches the oak trees and seizes 
all the acorns that fall. In fact, this 
kind of food is just tho thing for him, 
and the hog so fed is considered a 
prize as producing meat, and especial- 
ly ham on a high quality. 


In some parts of the country the 


hog is made to shift for himself, and 
he do»s it successfully. He becomes 
a razor back and can outrun almost 
anything that Is likely to get after 
him. He does not produce as much 
meat as he does when he Is kept in a 
pen and highly fed from birth to ma- 
turity, but what he does produce is 
of good flavor and costs the owner 
practically nothing.

hog has done his share towards the 
lifting of the mortgage and also to- 
wards clothing the family.

FOR GETTING RID OF MOLES. 


Garden Magazine Prints Some Hints 


of Value to Those Troubled 


with the Pests. 


The Garden Magazine gives s short 


paper on catching moles. The sub- 
stance of the paper is as follows: 


Moles have the habit of eating whole 


rows of garden seeds as well as corn 
In the fields; they also feast upon 
bulbs, asparagus roots and in numer- 
ous ways injure the plants of the gar- 
den, besides they are a great pest In 
the lawns, rooting up grass and mak- 
ing unsightly furrows in all directions. 
When one is caught at work If 
a 


spade is pushed into the ground full 
depth just back of the moving poitlon 
of earth and the dirt quickly thrown 
out the mole can be caught and killed. 


The little beasts work early In the 


morning and late in the afternoon, so 
if you do not chance to catch them at 
work you can use calcium carbide in 
driving them away. This is the ma- 
terial -that is used in generating acety- 
lene gas and must be handled with 
care for if the hands are not perfectly 
dry the lime in the material will slake 
very rapidly and cause a burn. This 
material can be put into the burrows 
and win usually drive the moles away. 
If it is impossible to put the carbide 
in the burrow every few feet it might 
be well to generate the gas by plac- 
ing some of the calcium carbide in the 
channels, covering with soil, being 
careful not to fill up the burrow with 
dirt. Then a hose may be turned into 
the run till It is flooded. Someone 
had best stand by with a handful of 
soil in order to stop any hole through 
which the gas might escape. 


Carbon bisulphide may be used in 


small areas to drive away moles. When 
using this chemical be careful no; to 
open it near a flame as it is very vola- 
tile and highly explosive. To apply it 
make little holes in the run every few 
feet, pour into them a tablespoonful or 
so of the bisulphide and quickly cover 
with a board; on top of the board heap 
soil. This chemical rapidly turns Into 
a gas with an extremely unpleasant 
odor and kills the mole by suffocation. 


Small beds of bulbs, 
or 
similar 


plants may be protected from moles 
by edging them with boards driven 
edgeways into the ground or zinc 
strips may be used. These boards, 
etc., should be at least seven or fight 
Inches below the surface, as moles are 
supposed to tunnel about six inches 
deep; in dry seasons, however, they 
may go lower 
If any of the above 


methods cannot be used the only thing 
left to do is to buy a mole trap and 
set-it in the run. There are several 
of these traps on the market. 


Alfalfa and the Soil. 


When a plant furnishes an abundant 


crop, such as alfalfa, with three or 
four cuttings during a single season, 
it is but natural to think that it will 
greatly exhaust tba soil. Nothing Is 
more erroneous. Instead of taking 
strength away from the soil it puts 
more into it; instead of exhausting it, 
the fertility Is increased. The pene- 
trating powers of alfalfa roots are 
well known. The roots are constantly 
growing and decaying, thus adding to 
the "humus" of the soil. The strong- 
est point in favor of alfalfa as a soil 
improver is its remarkable nitrogen 
gathering ability. The roots of alfalfa 
are full of the small nitrogen tuber- 
cles which represent bottled up vital 
:ty to plant life and it has been made 
on ground infested with nitrogen bac- 
:erla. 


Under 
these circumstances the 


"spread of alfalfa fever" is no wonder. 
With splendid crops ot highest priced 
hay on top of the ground, with the 
roots working as perfectly natural fer- 
tilizers under the ground, farmers can 
do nothing better than to plant alfalfa. 
The truth of this statement may be 
realized and verified, if one but takes 
time to look up statistics and reads 
about the marvelous Increase in the 
acreage of alfalfa. In Kansas alone 
he acres sown to alfalfa increased 
from approximately 35,000 acres In 
.891 to more than 743,000 In 1907. It 
s 
safe to say that since then 


:he acreage has increased In proper- 
:lon, and other states are falling in 
ine.—A. Kruhm in Farm Homo,

it comes to aiding the developers of 
'-'(' country is evidenced In the estab- 
lishment of snow gauging stations at 
many points in the Rocky mountains, 
under the direction of officials of the 
United States weather bureau. 
The- 


amount of snow that falls in 
the 


Rocky mountains 
determines 
the 


amount of water in many of the prin- 
cipal rivers of the country, and hence 
has a bearing on the floods that dev- 
astate the middle west in some spring 
seasons. The snowfall in the moun- 
tains has much to do with determining 
the success or failure of the va-st ir- 
rigation enterprises that have sprung 
up in the west. The mountains act as 
vabt reservoirs. When the snowbanks 
are piled high in these natural reser- 
voirs the farmer who depends on Ir- 
rigation knows that there is no danger 
of shortage of water In the coming 
summer. But if the main range shows 
few snow capped peaks and the gul- 
lies contain few white drifts then the 
farmer realizes that he must husband 
every drop of water. 
It is for keeping accurate and de- 


pendable records of snowfall that the 
government Is establishing these snow 
gauging stations throughout the Rocky 
mountains. Statistics will be kept and 
comparisons will be made each year, 
so the people in the Mississippi val-

ley will know whether the flood dan- 
ger is at maximum or minimum and 
the western rancher will not have to 
guess at the amount of water that will 
be available for Irrigation purposes. 
Then, too, in the Rocky mountains are 
springing up water power enterprises 
that dwarf Niagara by comparison. 
Through the government estimates of 
the snowfall the promoters of these 
enterprises will be able to figure ap- 
proximately the amount of water pow- 
er that will be available. 


P. H. Brandenburg, one of the vet- 


erans of the weather bureau service, 
wtio is in charge of the station at Den. 
ver, has established most of the snow 
g&uglng stations in the mountains. He 
bus spent the greater part of the win- 
ter at the task. More than 30 stations 
have been erected by Mr. Brandenburg 
iu Colorado alone. 


"This has been an 
exceptionally 


good season for beginning the work 
of measuring the snowfall," said Mr. 
Brandenburg, "If the amount of snow 
b is any bearing on the subject. The 
snowfall in the Rocky mountains has 
bien the heaviest in many years. In 
some places In the mountains 
the 


drifts are 40 or 60 feet dep, and five 
feet on a level is a common occur- 
rence. Some of the snow gauging sta- 
tions have been established at tre- 
mendous altitudes, as at Boreas Pass, 
la Veta Pass, etc., but most of them 
are well below the timber line." 


One of the new snow measuring sta- 


1 ens has been established at Steam- 
boat Springs, in Routt county, where 
accurate estimates of the snowfall on 
lae western side of the Great Divide 
vlll be made. A few weeks ago the 
telephone tine out 
of 
Steamboat 


Springs would not work. 
Linemen 


-p/ere sent out on inowshoes and with 
provisions drawn on sledges. Tbe 
) nemen returned, stating that they 
found the tops of the telephone poles 
'10 feet below the surface of the snow 
ii many places. A temporary line wan 
fixed by stringing wire from the tops 
of the tallest trees. Jackson's Hole, 
i nmedlately south of Yellowstone Na- 
tional park, has had an unprecedented 
fall of snow this winter. So deep have 
been the drifts in the mountains that 
the elk, of which there are thousand* 
in <hls big game paradise, were driv- 
en to the valleys below. Finally tbe 
state had to appropriate $10,000 tc 
l'?ed these elk. 


When the government has estab- 


lished snow measuring stations along 
tae entire crest of the continent, from 
the Canada line to the Rio Orande, 
1 he results should prove most Interest/ 
ing as well as valuable. The nation 
will be able to determine just how 
great a resource It has in its snow 
fall each year, or how great a men. 
ace Is threatening the farmers In low 


altitudes, where floods are common. 


The flood menace will be checked 
gradually as reservoirs are construct 
ed to catch the run-off from the Rocky 
mountain snows each season, but then 
the snow gauging statistics will be val 
Liable, showing, as they 
will, bow 


mucn will be added to the reserrolrt 
through the winter's snowfall.
